The Prince Drops Baccarat For 
the Races 


Baccarat Scandal. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lowpon, June 10.—The baccarat 
scandal suit still fills the air. Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke is sick and thoroughly 
exhausted to-day. He entirely lost 
the use of his voice and was obliged 
toretire from an important case in 
which he was retained for to-day. 

The denunciation of the Prince of 
Wales: by the newspapers, especially 
his denuaciation by the Tory press, 
has caused a tremendous sensation 
throughout Great Britain, and it is 
freely asserted that the revelations 
made during the trial of the baccarat 
scandal suit in court are judged to 
have done more to imperil monarchy 

‘than any event which has taken place 
for many years past in Engiand. The 
flat assertion is made by the daily 
Chronicle to the effect that until the 
Prince of Wales, on oath, swears as 
‘this confederates’, did, that he, the 
Prince, did not violate the solemn 
pledge he gave to Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, he, the heir apparent, rests 
under the imputation of dishonor 
quite as shameful as that which the 
jury put upon Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, and reflects the general 
feeling on the etfbject. 

The court proceedings were tele- 
graphed each night to the Queen, who 
is now at Balmoral, in Scotland, and 
her majesty is said to have expressed 
her displeasure in such strong terms 
that the 7ruth, of this city, asserts it 
would not be surprised if the Court of 
Queens bench revelations were the 
cause of the Earl of Coventry resign- 
ing his office as Master of Her Ma)- 
esty’s Buck Hounds or Chief of the 
Royal Hunt of Her Majesty’s House- 
hold, for which office the Earl draws 
an annual salary of $7,500. 

The Queen did not attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that she is angry with 
the baccarat scandal, and the effects 
of royal displeasure may yet be felt in 
several quarters. 

At Ascottyesterday the Prince of 
Wales was visibly nervous until after 
he reeeived a dispatch announcing 
Wilson’s victory. So soon as he was 
in possession of the result of the jury’s 
deliberations, the Prince took no pains 
to conceal the pleasure felt at the re- 
sult of the ve. dict. 

The Star to-day, under the seal of 
“Rovalty at the Stake,” says the 
Prince of Wales is the male head of 
his race. The women of his house are 
virtuous, self restraining and reliant. 
English people throughout the world 
want the men to be more like the wo- 
men of this royal line, adding: ‘*Thou 
proud country and man who aspires 
to represent Englishmen must keep 
everything about him fresh and bright 
and must be exceedingly jealous of 
his reputation and must not be known 
as a baccarat banker and as a special- 
ist at gaming counters.”’

Wasninaton, June 10.—The June 
report tothe Department of Agricul- 
ture makes the area im winter wheat, 
as compared with that harvested last 
year, 111.5; spring wheat, 103.4; bar- 
ley, 107; rye, 101.5; oats, 97.9. Con- 
dition winter wheat, - 96.6; spring 
wheat, 92.6; barley, 90.3; rye, 95.4; 
oats, 85. A reduction last year of 
more than two million acres suggests 
a reason for mogt of the present in- 
crease. This isan advance, therefore, 
both of replacement. and develop- 
ment, the former notably in Llinois, 
Missouri and California; the latter in 
less degree in Washington, Oregon, 
the Dakotas and the several territories. 

The extension of acreage, according 
to our correspondents, depends on the 
price of wheat and not on the availa- 
ble land. A large increase and great’ 
breadth is reported if Washington. 
A large amount of land is being broken 
for next year’s crop and the local 
opinion expressed is that not more 
than one-fifth of the wheat land of 
that new State is under cultivation. 
The condition of winter wheat declined 
only one per cent. Ayerage, New York 
96, Pennsylvania 95, Georgia 98. 
Texas 98, Ohio 98, Michigan 90, 
Indiana 99, Illinois 98, Missouri 99, 
Kansas 95, Califoraia 97. The first 
monthly statement of the average of 
spring wheat makes Wisconsin 77, 
Minnesota 89, lowa 95, Nebraska 97, 
the Dakotas 96; early sown wheat was 
injured by frost in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota.

in its main outlines belonged to Napo- 
leon III., but the energy and ability 
with which they were achieved were 
such as to almost entitle Haussmann to 
be called great.

| This required an immense expense, 


‘ and presently Haussmann was charged, 
| notwithstanding the great sums raised 
| by the municipality, with raising more 
| money still by means of unauthorized 
| bonds. At his request the budget of 
the city was given to the control of the 
'eorps legislatif, which spent most of 
the session of 1869 in examining his ac- 
'ecounts. The result was the authorizing 

of a new loan of fifty-two million dol- 
_ lars, but Haussmann was asked to re- 
| sign his prefecture, and, refusing to. do 
| so, was relieved by imperial decree in 
| January, 1870. 

After the fall of the empire he left 
France for a time, but the public re- 
sentment of his extravagance was not 
lasting. He returned in 1871 and was 
appointed director of the Credit Mobil- 
ier and brought it into pretty good con- 
dition again. Haussmann was made 
senator under the empire, elected a 
member of the academy of fine arts, 
and got the grand cross of the Legion 
of Honor in 186%. In 1877 he was re- 
turned to the chamber of deputies from 
Ajaccio, beating Prinee Napoleon, and 
was frequently called upon to defend 
there his administration of the public 
works. The municipal council of Paris 
even voted in 1879 to change the name 
of the boulevard Haussmann, but final- 
ly relented. 


THE SPREAD OF ELECTRICITY. 


| Almost 2,000 Central Station Plants in 
| America. 

A very interesting publication has 
just been put forth by one of the lead- 
ing electrical companies of this country. 
It is a large atlas, showing state by 
state the distribution of electric-lighting 
eentral stations and of electric railways, 
the various plants being marked at each 
of the towns and cities in which they 
are installed. The grand totals shown 
are one thousand nine hundred and 
eighty-five central station’ plants and 
two hundred and forty electric railways, 
figures which, of course, would be much 
larger if brought down to later date. A 
vivid idea is given of the great variety 
still existing in electrical apparatus by 
the fact that in such states as New York 
and Pennsylvania no fewer than sixteen 
different kinds are running in the sta- 
tions to produce light and five different 
kinds for electric railway work. 

The tendency during the last five 
years, says the Pittsburgh Dispatch, has 
been toward a reduction in the number 
of ‘‘systems,”’ but as fundamental pat- 
ents expire and the industry is more 
generally thrown open it is not unlikely 
there will be as great a variety of dyna- 
mos and lamps as there now is of steam 
engines or of locomotives. These new 
systems, however, will be sold on a 
basis of ordinary manufacturing profit, 
unless radical departures are made, for 
the time when either a charlatan ora 
genius couid put a ‘‘system” together 
and get nine million dollars for it off- 
hand has gone by. Up tothe present 
period much of the apparatus has had 
somewhere in its selling price the items 
of cash or stock given out tothe in- 
ventor and of costly experiments that 
probably led nowhither. In the older 
branches of electrical industry much of 
that experimental work has been done 
forever, and the knowledge of the things 
that need not be attempted has be- 
come cOmmon property. 

Mr. Edison himself has. said that he 
had three thousand theories about his 
incandescent lamp, and it is safe betting 
that he tried them all. It is said that 
when the first big electric railway was 
tried at Richmond, at least one hundred 
‘““underrunning” trolleys were put to 
test in a few brief weeks, to say nothing 
of the new forms of gear, new styles of 
brushes, new lightning arrestérs, new 
switches and other details. In work of 
that nature money goes like water, but 
there is. no help for it; and in due time 
there is the reward, for had there been 
no Richmond in 1888 there would cer- 
tainly have been no atlas in 1890 with 
two hundred and forty electric roads, 
two hundred of which, with nearly an- 
other hundred now building, dating 
from that eventful victory ina great 
new industry.
